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SUl-MART 

Exports  of  U.S.  poultry  products  in  1969  i-Jere  valued  at  $77.5 
million,  up  about  $700,000  from  the  1968  level.    This  represents  a 
modest  gain  of  1  percent^    But  more  importantly,  it  indicates  a 
reversal  in  the  dovIn1^;ard  trend  that  had  prevailed  since  196ii.  in  the 
total  escport  value  of  U.S.  poultry  and  poultry  products. 

Dollar  gains  were  registered  for  both  fresh  or  frozen  poultry 
meat  and  eggs.    Exports  of  fresh  or  frozen  poultry  amounted  to  136.2 
million  pounds,  valued  at  $l4l.5  million.    This  represents  a  9.2- 
million-pound  reduction  in  volume,  but  an  inci^ase  of  $^00,000  in 
value  compared  with" the  preceeding  year.    Increased  returns  for 
smaller  shipments  of  poultry  meat  reflected  a  firmer  per  unit  price 
than  -Bhat  for  1968»and  increased  purchases  of  higher  priced  further 
processed  and  specialty  items. 

Exports  of  eggs  and  live  poultry  in  1969  were  valued  at  $31^.3  mil- 
lion,;  up  about  $L.3  minion  from  the  1968  level. 


U.S.  poultry  exports  to  the  European  Boramunity  continued  to  be 
faced  with  expanding  domestic  production  and  excessive  import  re- 
strictions.   Owing  to  these  obstacles,  U.S.  poultry  sales  to  the 
EG  in  1969  were  down  $1.7  million,  or  approximately  10  million 
pounds,  -fiiBfl  the  previous  year.    Gains  in  shipments  to  Italy,  the 
Netherlands,  and  Prance  were  insufficient  to  offset  reductions  in 
sales  to  Belgium,  Luxembourg,  and  Vfest  Genrany. 
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In  spite  of  high  tariff  barriers  and  rapid  development  of  the  EC 
domestic  poultry  industry.  West  Germany  continued  to  provide  the 
largest  market' for  U.S.  ponltiy  meat  exports — taking  slightly  over 
20  percent  by  value  of  these  sales  in  1969 .    Exports  to  West  Germany 
of  turkey  meat,  practically  all  in  the  form  of  parts,  totaled  20.9 
million  pounds — a  decrease  of  3.7  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
year.    The  Netherlands  is  the  main  competitor  with  the  Iftiited  States 
in  this  market.    German  imports  of  chicken  meat  from  the  United 
States  also  declined,  amounting  to  only  2,1;  million  pounds — less 
than  one-half  as  mu.ch  as  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  past  2  years,  large  U.S.  whole  turkeys  have  had  a 
separate  market  in  West  Germany  and  have  not  competed  directly  with 
the  smaller  whole  turkeys  that  are  being  produced  and  exported  by 
Holland  in  increasing  quantities.    However,  the  fact  that  the  EG 
can  increase  and  has  increased,  supplemental  levies  on  poultiy 
products  with  only  a  3-day  notice  continues  to  severely  impair  U.S. 
turkey  sales  to  the  West  German  market. 

Although  total  West  German  imports  of  fresh  or  frozen  poultry  meat 
from  the  United  States  declined  in  1969,  certain  U.S.  poultry  items 
such  as  small  game,  poultry  liver,  and  poultry  specialties  registered 
sizable  gains.    Moreover,  with  effective  promotional  support,  these 
items  should  have  considerable  potential  in  West  Germany  and  other 
markets  in  the  European  Goifimmity. 

In  April  1968,  the  United  States  rdluctantly  decided  to  meet  sub- 
sidized competition  in  what  liad  been  an  important  poultry  meat 
market  in  Switzerland  by  reactivating  the  limited  subsidy  program 
on  whole  chicken.    Principally  due  to  this  reactivation,  the  U.S. 
share  of  the  S-tfiss  market  shoi-?ed  in^jrovement  in  1969. 

Following  West  Germany  in  order  of  importance  in  providing  a  mar- 
ket for  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  in  1969  were  Japan,  $l4..8  million j 
Switzerland,  million j  and  Hong  Kong  $3.8  minion.    When  com.* 

pared  with  those  for  the  preceeding  year,  these  data  show  almost  a 
doubling  in  value  of  shipments  for  SirLtzerland  and  a  13-percent  in- 
crease for  Hong  Kong.    But  due  mostly  to  increased  subsidized 
coii5)etition  from  Denmark  and  low  state  trading  prices  of  Bulgaria 
and  Hungaiy,  the  value  of  U.S.  poultry  sales  to  Japan  was  down  h 
percent.    Whole  broilers  from  thaw  European  sources  arrived  c.i.f. 
Japan  2^  cents  per  pound.    The  value  of  chicken  parts  from  the 
United  States  was  up  6  percent. 

The  Caribbean  continues  to  provide  a  irapidly  developing  market  for 
U.  S.  poultry  exports.    Sales  of  U.S.  poultry  products  to  this  area 
in  1969  were  valued  at  $7.1  million~almost  1$  percent  over  iliose

for  1968 — and  ainoimted  to  29.2  million  pounds.    Total  product  moving 
to  the  Caribbean  Islands  exceeded  that  raoTing  to  West  Gennany  for 
the  first  time. 

Poultry  ^feat 

Exports  of  U.S.  fresh  and  frozen  poultry  meat  -were  down  10  percent 
compared  with  1968,  reflecting  accelerated  subsidized  competition — 
largely  from  European  producers.    These  shipments  totaled  li|1.5  million 
pounds  valued  at  $14.3.2  million  for  1968.    West  Germany  was  still  our 
best  individual  country  market  for  these  products,  taking  some  28.5 
million  pounds  or  slightly  over  20  percent  of  total  U.S.  exports. 
Even  so,  this  represented  a  decline  of  about  27  percent  from  I968 
sales  in  this  market. 

By  volume.  Hong  Kong  remained  the  United  States'  second  largest 
market  for  poultry  irraat  in  I969.    Although  our  sales  of  these 
laroducts  in  iihis  market  was  down  1  percent,  their  overall  value  was 
up  $14.27,000  compared  with  the  previous  year.    Chicken  parts — wings 
in  particular— are  the  main  U.S.  poultiy  items  for  this  market. 
U.S.  poultry  exports  to  Hong  Kong  are  faced  with  increased  state- 
trading  and  subsidized  competition,  principally  from  China  and 
Denmark — mainly  for  trade  in  whole  broilers. 

By  quantity,  Switzerland  replaced  Japan  as  the  TMited  States' 
third  largest  market  for  poultiy  meat  in  1969  but  Japsm  remained  the 
second  largest  single  outlet  for  U.S.  poultry  meat  by  value.  Japan 
bought  13.1  million  pounds  valued  at  $14.. 8  million  and  Switzerland 
bought  13.7  minion  pounds  valued  at  million.    Both  quantity 

and  value  weire  dcwn  for  Japan,  but  for  Switzerland,  were  almost 
doubled  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 

The  Caribbean  area  took  Increasing  supplies  of  U.S.  fresh  and  fro- 
zen poultry  meat.    Including  poultry  livers  and  poultry  specialties, 
OOP  poultiy  meat  export  to  this  area  reached  a  high  of  29.2  million 
pounds  in  1969.    The  leading  U.S.  customer  in  the  Caribbean  was 
Jamaica,  with  8.2  million  pounds,  followed  by  the  Leeward  and 
ward  Islands,  with  6.U  million;  Barbados,  with  1^.3  million j  and  the 
Netherlands  Antilles,  with  k  million.    Interest  and  continued  growth 
in  this  area's  tourist  trade  should  make  it  an  even  larger  market 
for  our  poultry  exports  in  the  futur«. 

A  breakdown  of  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  by  type  showed  th^it  chicken' 
parts  made  up  U3  percent  of  the  total  in  I9695  turkey  parts,  20  per- 
cent; young  whole  chicken,  I6  percent;  and  whole  turkeys,  6  percent. 

Shipmants  of  chicken  parts  totaled  6l,U  million  pounds~95  percent 
of  the  1968  quantity.    Sales  of  turkey  parts  were  off  by  apppoxi- 
matelj  3  percent  and  equalled  27.9  million  pounds.    U.S.  exports 
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of  2'"C"-'^-S  ^-'^ole  chicken  "Mere  up  6  percent  and  aioonnted  to  22.5  million 
pounds.  Sales  of  whole  turkeys  "Were  off  some  30  percent  and  amounted 
to  8.7  million  pounds. 

Switzerland  received  close  to  one -half  of  the  22.5  million  pounds  of 
young  -frjhole  chickens  exported  from  the  United  States  in  1969.  By 
contrast,  this  market  provided  an  outlet  for  only  2  percent  of  our 
foreign  sales  of  chicken  parts.    Hong  Kong  took  22  percent  of  all 
U.S.  exports  of  chicken  parts j  Japan,  20  percent j  and  the  Caribbean 
area,  3U  percent. 

West  GeiTnany,  the  largest  single  market  for  turkey  parts,  took 
19.2  million  po\mds  in  1969 — 69  percent  of  total  U.S.  foreign  sales. 
This  coimtiy  also  provided  a  market  for  1.7  million  pounds  of  U.S. 
whole  turkeys.    This  was  little  more  than  one-half  the  quantity  re- 
ceived the  previous  year.    The  Netherlands  and  Italy  are  the  other 
main  outlets  for  U.S.  turkeys  in  Europe.    Italy  took  2.6  million 
pounds  and  the  Netherlands  2.2  million  pounds— increases  of  30  per- 
cent and  3  percent  respectively  over  I968. 

Exports  of  other  fresh  and  frozen  ready-to-cook  poultiy  (includ- 
ing ducks,  geese.  Rock  Cornish  game  birds,  other  game  birds,  etc.) 
were  off  by  some  2.9  million  pounds  from  the  8.2  million  pounds 
sold  in  1968.    Canada,  Hong  Kong,  and  West  Germany,  in  decreasing 
order  of  quantity  traded,  were  the  largest  markets  for  these  pro- 
ducts.   The  major  change  noted  in  the  U.S.  trade  patteni  for  these 
items  In  I969  "was  the  msirked  decline  in  sales  to  Japan. 

The  trend  of  smaller  sales  for  canned  poultry  continued  in  I969. 
These  shipments  totaled  5.3  million  pounds— only  U6  percent  of  the 
preceeding  year's  quantity.    Sizable  declines  were  reported  in  all 
three  leading  markets— Vfest  Geiwany,  Canada,  and  the  l&iited  Kingdom. 
Increased  availability  of  fresh  or  frozen  poultry  in  major  consuming 
centers  explains  in  part  reduced  demand  for  the  canned  product. 

Poultiy  Livers  and  Poultry  Specialties 

Sizable  gains  were  shovm  for  U.S.  exports  of  poultry  livers  and 
poultry  specialties  in  1969.    Poultry  liver  sales  totaled  5.5  mil- 
lion pounds,  up  600,000  pounds  from  the  previous  year.    Wiest  Ger- 
many is  our  major  market,  taking  slightly  over  67  percent  of  all 
shipments.    France  is  the  second  largest  market,  receiving  0,9 
million  pounds. 

Exports  of  poultiy  specialties,  including  poultry  meat  preparatians 
such  as  chicken  a  la  king,  pot  pies,  etc.,  totaled  2.8  raillian 
pounds,  up  U2  percent  over  1968  sales.    Canada  alone  took  one-half 
of  these  ejcports. 
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Eggs  and  Egg  Products 

In  1969}  some  16.8  million  dozen  eggs  were  exported  for  consumption 
and  hatching  purposes.    This  was  1.9  million  dozen  less  than  for 
1968.    Firmer  domestic  prices  and  smaller  supplies  contributed  to 
smaller  sales  abroad.    Shell  eggs  for  consumption  totaled  U.l  mil- 
lion dozen,  a  decline  of  nearly  36  percent  from  the  previous  year's 
level.    Canada  and  Mexico  received  the  major  share.    The  U.S. 
foreign  market  for  dried,  frozen,  or  othendLse  preserved  eggs  has 
steadily  declined  in  recent  years.    In  total,  export  of  these  items 
only  slightly  exceeded  0.6  million  pounds. 

Production  Stock 

Exports  of  baby  chicks  amounted  to  2$,k  million  head  in  19^9  and 
were  valued  at  $L7»h  million.    This  represented  a  l5-percent  de- 
crease in  number  but  an  0-percent  increase  in  value  over  I968 
sales.    Canada,  the  Bahamas,  Mexico,  and  Japan  were  the  major 
markets,  accounting  for  62  percent  of  total  chick  exports. 

Hatching  egg  exports  were  up  3  percent,  totaling  12.7  mill  ion  dozen, 
and  were  valued  at  $L2,0  million.    Canada,  Jamaica,  and  Dominican 
Republic  were  the  major  markets,  acoountinc  for  79  percent  of  total 
exports. 

U.S.  foreign  sales  of  turkey  poults  increased  from  U92,00O  head  in 
1968  to  759,000  head  in  1969 .    Canada  alone  received  four-fifths  of 
these  exports. 


OUTLOOK 

Total  U.S..  foreign  sales  of  poultry  and  poultry  products  in  1970  TrriTl 
probably  remain  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  the  past  year.  Under 
less  circumscribed  trading  conditions  in  the  world  market,  U.S.  ex- 
ports: of  these  items  might  be  expected  to  expand  greatly.  Hoxjever, 
a  number  of  factors  tend  to  restrict  our  poultry  meat  exports.  Hie 
most  burdensoioe  include  resti*icted  access  to  the  3C  market 3  continu- 
ing subsidized  EC  and  Danish  competition,  in  world  markets 5  and  loi7 
Eastern  ELoc  trading  prices. 

Indications  are  that  the  overall  volume  of  U.S.  sales  of  poultiy  meat 
to  the  EC  market  vTill  continue  to  decline  in  1970.    It  is  anticipated 
that  the  major  share  of  this  decline  will  be  offset  by  greater  ship- 
ments to  traditional  third  country  markets  and  to  new,  developing 
markets. 

On  an  individual-item  basis,  U.S.  exports  of  whole  chickens  mil 
probably  not  change  significantly  in  1970  over  the  level  for  the  pre* 
vious  year.    JO.though  there  may  b$  some  gain  for  large  turkeys. 
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parts  from  large  turkeys,  and  selected  chicken  parts,  our  overall 
foreign  sales  of  T-Jhole  turkeys,  turkey  parts,  and  chicken  parts  will 
probably  shaii  little  chance.    Prospects  are  more  favorable  for  con- 
tinued 23ins  in  exports  of  processed  specialty  products,  convenience 
items,  hatching  eggs,  and  live  poultry.

FOREIGN  AGRICULTURE  CIRCULAR 


Ijaaports  of  poultry  meat  into  the  eight  major  world  markets  in  1969 
registered  a  modest  gain  of  1  percent,  continuing  the  upward  trend 
for  the  third  consecutive  year.    Shipments  into  these  principal 
markets  totaled  682  million  pounds,  compared  with  676  million  pounds 
imported  in  1968. 

West  Germany  accounted  for  nearly  70  percent  of  world  trade  in 
poultry  meat,  importing  1^80  million  pounds.    Uiis  was  some  6  million 
pounds  above  the  quantity  received  in  the  previous  year.    The  Nether 
lands  continued  to  be  the  main  supplier  of  poultry  meat  to  the  Ger- 
man market,  shipping  over  two-thirds  of  total  slaughtered  poultry 
i^ortod  into  the  country.    Dutch  shipments  to  West  Germany  during 
1969  totaled  337  million  pounds— an  increase  of  21  million  pounds 
from  the  previous  year.    Other  EC  members  supplied  6k  million  pounds 
Ohis  was  approximately  9  million  pounds  less  than  that  for  the  pre- 
vious year.    Even  so,  member  countries  supplied  8k  percent  of  all 
German  imports  of  poultry  meat. 

Ihere  was  a  continued  decline  in  that  portion  of  the  German  market 
shared  by  third  countries.    Nonmember  countries  suiplied  only  I6 
percent  of  total  German  imports  in  I969,  whereas  in  the  previous 
year  they  had  supplied  18  percent,  and  as  recentily  as  1962,  66  per- 
cent.

Ihe  continued  decline  in  West  Germany's  imports  from  third-country 
suppliers  was  partially  due  to  increased  production  in  that  coun- 
try and  to  the  continuing  application  of  arbitrai'ily  high  import 
levies  on  poultry  from  noranenber  countries.    These  charges  (sup- 
pleioentary  plus  variable  levies  averaged  close  to  11  cents  per 
po\ind  on  whole  broilers  during  most  of  1969.    They  were  much  higher 
for  most  other  categories  of  poultry  meat. 

Owing  to  these  obstacles,  U.S.  poultry  sales  to  West  Germany  in  I969 
amounted  to  22, k  million  pounds— down  19  percent  fr<Mi  the  previous 
year.    Incz*eased  shipments  from  Denmark  were  offset  by  smaller  im- 
ports from  Eastern  European  countries.    The  net  result  was  that 
larger  supplies  from  the  Netherlands  were  sufficient  to  offset  the 
decline  in  shipments  from  third  countries  and  to  account  for  most 
of  Germany's  increased  imports  of  poultry  meat. 

Gennan  imports  of  U.S.  poultry  are  now  confined  largely  to  whole 
turkeys  and  poultry  parts.    In  1969  Germany  took  21  million  pounds 
of  chicken  and  turkey  parts  as  compared  with  27  million  pounds  a 
year  earlier.    Turkey  parts  make  up  the  major  share  of  these  im- 
ports.   The  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Hungary  are  other  important 
suppliers  of  poultry  parts  in  the  Germany  market.    In^wrts  of  U.S. 
whole  turkeys  amounted  to  slightly  less  than  2  milliDn  pounds.  This 
was  U$  percent  less  than  the  quantity  taken  in  1968. 

Switzerland,  the  second  most  important  intemetlonal  msirket  far  poul- 
try meat,  iT?roorted  ^3.3  million  pounds  in  1969.    This  represented  8 
percent  of  the  total  volume  traded.    Close  to  30  percent  of  all  Swiss 
poultry  io^}orts  came  from  the  Iftiited  States  as  compared  with  13  per- 
cent for  1966.    Thus,  the  Iftiited  States  regained  its  place  as  the 
largest  foreign  supplier  of  poultry  to  this  market,  a  ranking  lost 
earlier  owing  to  subsidized  competition,  mainly  from  the  EC  and  Den- 
mark.   A  newcomer  in  the  Swiss  market  was  Sweden.    Supplies  from 
the  CooBnunist  Bloc,  including  Hungary  the  largest  of  these  e^cporters, 
were  lower  in  1969. 

Hong  Kong  and  Japan,  the  third  and  fourth  largest  iioporters,  respec- 
tively, of  poultry  meat  also  purchased  more*    The  U.S.  share  in  both 
markets  was  off  slightly  from  that  of  the  preceding  year,  due  in 
part  to  increased  subsidized  conpetition  from  Denmark  and  low  prices 
of  state  trading  countries,  Bulgaria,  Hungary  and  Qiina.  Vtiole 
broilers  fj:*om  these  sources  reportedly  arrived  c.i.f .  Japan  at  2$ 
cents  yer  pound. 

The  volume  of  poultry  meat  imported  by  Austria,  Greece,  Ifeited  King- 
dom, and  Spain — the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  ei^th  largest  importers 
resx)ectively— was  less  than  that  for  1968.    Domestic  production  of 
poultry  meat  increased  markedly  in  each  of  these  countries  and  import 
requirements  were  substantially  reduced.

A  noticeable  shift  in  the  pattern  of  trade  has  occurred  in  the  egg 
solids  export  market  in  recent  years.    Exports  fran.  Czechoslovakia, 
Poland,  and  the  Iftiited  Kingdom  have  decreased,  while  substantial 
gains  have  been  nade  in  shipments  from  Australia,  the  Netherlands, 
South  Africa,  and  Mainland  caiina. 

Mainland  China's  success  in  egg  products  trade  in  1969  can  be  attri- 
buted to  substantially  lower  prices  offered  to  in^xsrting  countzu.es. 
Moreover,  the  volune  of  exports  of  egg  products  has  more  than  doubled 
since  196^*    But  shipments  of  shell  eggs  from  CSiina  have  declined 
during  this  period. 


Outlook 

Expansion  in  poultzy  meat  producticm  and  trade  in  evidence  the  past 
3  years  will  continue  in  1970.    Production  is  likely  to  exceed  the 
7-percent  growth  rate  reported  for  1969.    Ihere  are  already  indica- 
tions that  broiler  pzx>duction  in  the  European  Coimunity  mL^t  well 
average  an  annual  growth  rate  of  between  10  and  12  percent.  More- 
over, sizable  gains  are  also  expected  in  U.S.  production.    Only  a 
moderate  expansion  is  anticipated  in  turkey  numbers. 

Sizable  growth  in  ccmsrimption  and  export  markets  will  be  needed  to 
absorb  the  larger  production.    Otherwise,  the  result  will  be  lower 
poultry  prices  and,  possibly,  troublesome,  mounting  surpluses.  Ihe 
overall  volume  of  U.  S.  sales  of  poultry  meat  to  the  EC  market  is 
likely  to  continue  to  decline.    However,  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
major  share  of  this  decline  will  be  offset  by  greater  sales  to  tra- 
ditional third  country  markets  and  to  new,  developing  markets.  !Ihe 
net  result  is  that. total  foreign  sales  of  poultry  meat  in  1970  will 
probably  remain  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  the  past  year. 

World  egg  production  will  probably  show  another  moderate  increase 
over  the  previous  year.    But  total  foreign  demand  could  fall  below 
that  fOT  1970  as  major  importing  countries  continue  striving  to- 
wards self-sufficiency.
